In the 
western section the acreage is in- 
creased 13 per cent., while in the 
central section the increase is but 
9 per cent. The condition of the 
crop shows an average of t>2 for tlie 
entire State. July Ist, 1897, the 
condition was 68, and on same date 
of 18M the eondition was 92. 

In the weateva aeetion the erop 
IS, to eoBM extent, foaL Onae- 
hoppera and worm* are reported 
preying on tlw plaats and the ut- 
most vigilanee will be required to 
mnintein present condition of 93.

Development of the wheat crop 
during the month of June shows 
the following results in the great 
wheat growing States of the Miss- 
issippi Valley : In Ohio and Michi- 
gan the crop is fair, both in yield 
and (lualit}'. In Illinois, Missouri 
and Kansas the crop has suffered 
greatly during June from rust and 
chinch bug, and the quality will be 
poor, owing to damage from these 
sources. The quality is greatly im- 
paired by the presence of an un- 
usually large numberof smutheads. 
Wiian thnahing baa begun the 
yieU la very dinppointlng. In 
Iowa, Wiaaoaaia aad Mahnaka wia- 
tek^wheat varioa fiea vaiy lao ia 
aoan eeetioas to poor r 
thnd^ Statee epriag wheat ia thnat- 
cned With rust, owing to the ex- 
tremely rank growth of the plant. 

In Kentucky the exceptionally 
fine showing of June Ist has not 
been maintained and the crop is 
fully from one-fourth to one-third 
short of what was anticipated. The 
most frequently mentioned cause 
of damage is rust, which seems to 
have been general. The crop ripened 
prt'matiirf ly and the filling is very 
imperfect, rarely iTjnrv than two 
grains to the in';sh fpCiiig found.
